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PREFACE 

The  State  Center  for  Health  Statistics  has  produced  triennially  a  major 
publication  describing  North  Carolina's  mortality  experience  for  a  five-year 
period.  Such  a  publication  was  due  for  1975-79  data,  but  an  important 
development  has  altered  the  normal  production  schedule.  On  January  1,  1979 
death  certificate  coding  changed  from  the  Eighth  to  the  Ninth  Revision  of  the 
International  Classification  of  Diseases  (ICD) .  Thus,  1975-78  and  1979  data 
cannot  be  combined  to  produce  five-year  rates  without  adjusting  for  changes  in 
the  classification  system.  The  original  plan  was  to  await  the  publication  of 
age- race-sex-specific  comparability  ratios  by  the  National  Center  for  Health 
Statistics  (NCHS)  and  then  adjust  the  1975-78  data  to  make  it  congruent  with 
1979  death  coding.  These  ratios  still  have  not  been  released.  Further,  NCHS 
has  recently  advised  us  not  to  combine  data  years  across  the  two  revisions 
because  of  some  substantial  classification  differences.  As  a  result,  we  have 
decided  to  proceed  with  the  present  abbreviated  volume  v*iich  contains  only  1979 
data.  Included  is  a  lengthy  discussion  of  major  changes  in  the  ICD  that  affect 
the  causes  of  death  portrayed  herein,  which  is  essential  background  for 
comparison  of  1979  to  earlier  years. 

Later  this  year  we  plan  to  publish  another  single-year  abbreviated  volume 
for  1980  data,  which  will  include  a  comparison  of  rates  based  on  1980  population 
projections  to  rates  based  on  the  new  1980  Census  data.  TVie  impact  of  errors  in 
pre-1980  projections  and  estimates  will  be  discussed.  The 
1981  Leading  Causes  of  Nbrtality,  due  to  be  published  in  1932,  will  resume 
standard  format  with  three-year  rates  (1979-81)  replacing  five-year  rates.  Maps 
and  a  narrated  analysis  for  each  leading  cause  of  death  will  be  included  in  this 
1931  volune. 


"Hie  tables  of  this  volume  provide  selected  1979  mortality  statistics  for 
counties.  Department  of  Human  Resources  reqions.  Health  Services  Areas,  and  the 
state  (see  maps  on  precedin-g  paqes)  .  More  than  a  dozen  of  North  Carolina's 
leading  causes  of  mortality  are  depicted  in  these  tables;  in  addition,  various 
cancer  sites  and  total  infant  mortality  are  incluied.  Table  A  on  page  5 
describes  the  cause  of  death  categories  in  terms  of  codes  from  the  Eighth  and 
Ninth  revisions  of  the  ICD. 

Multiple  conditions  present  at  death  for  1979  and  1980  will  be  portrayed  in 
3  special  publication,  and  1931  multiple  conditions  data  will  be  resumed  in  the 
standard  1931  volume. 

In  using  this  volune,  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  caution  at  the 
end  of  Section  I. 


I.  COf^PLTTATION  OF  MORTALITY  RATES 

In  this  report,  total  death  rates  are  expressed  as  resident  deaths  per 
1,000  popJlation  v^ile  all  cause-specific  mortality  rates  are  expressed  as 
resident  deaths  per  100,000  population.  Tlie  infant  mortality  rates  of  Table  27 
are  computed  as  the  number  of  resident  deaths  per  1,000  resident  live  births. 
Population  projections  for  the  rates  of  this  report  were  provided  by  the  Office 
of  State  Budqet  and  Management  of  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Administration. 

Vital  events  in  this  report  are  allocated  to  place  of  residence.  For 
deaths  of  inmates  of  long-term  institutions  (mental,  penal,  old  age,  orphan, 
nursing  home,  rest  home,  etc.)  ,  the  institution  is  considered  the  usual 
residence  provided  the  decedent  had  resided  in  the  institution  at  least  one 
year.  College  students  and  military  personnel  are  considered  residents  of  the 
college  or  military  community. 

TVie  reader  is  strongly  cautioned  against  placing  too  much  faith  in  the  one- 
year  death  rates  in  this  volune.  For  a  specific  county  and  cause,  where  the 
numbers  are  small,  there  may  be  large  random  fluctuations  from  year  to  year  that 
do  not  comprise  a  significant  trend.  A  useful  rule  is  that  any  rate  based  on 
fewer  than  20  deaths  in  the  numerator  will  have  a  95  percent  confidence  interval 
which  is  about  as  wide  as  the  rate  itself  (1) .  This  means  that  all  we  could 
confidently  say  about  an  area  with  20  deaths  out  of,  for  example,  10,000 
population  is  that  the  true  rate  is  between  10  and  30  deaths  per  10,000 
population  (or  100  and  300  deaths  per  100,000).  Multi-year  rates  are  preferred 
in  assessing  patterns  and  trends  at  this  level,  but  these  are  not  yet  available 
due  to  the  change  in  the  disease  classification  system.  It  was  considered  more 
desirable  to  cautiously  publish  one-year  data  than  to  publish  none  at  all. 


II.   CHANGES  IN  THE  CAUSE-OF-DEATH  CLASSIFICATION  SYSTEM 

About  every  10  years  since  1900,  what  is  now  the  International 
Classification  of  Diseases  (ICD)  is  revised  in  order  to  incorporate  the  latest 
state-of-the-art  in  disease  classification.  Each  revision  produces  some  break 
in  the  comparability  of  cause-of -death  statistics,  and  the  Ninth  Revision — first 
applied  to  1979  deaths — is  no  exception.  In  fact,  there  are  some  serious  breaks 
in  comparability  for  a  nunber  of  causes. 

In  order  to  interpret  mortality  trends,  the  National  Center  for  Health 
Statistics  (NCHS)  provides  national  estimates  of  the  discontinuity  associated 
with  a  change  in  the  ICD.  To  date,  these  "ratios  of  comparability"  between  the 
Eighth  and  Ninth  revisions  have  been  reported  for  72  selected  causes  of  death 
and  10  selected  causes  of  infant  death  (2).  More  detailed  analyses,  including 
the  construction  of  age-race-sex-specific  ratios  for  each  of  72  causes,  are  in 
progress. 

Methodology 

The  method  used  by  NCHS  to  construct  comparability  ratios  was  recommended 
by  the  International  Conference  for  the  Sixth  Revision  of  the  ICD  which  convened 
in  France  in  1948.  In  the  present  case,  the  comparability  ratios  are  based  on 
(a)  all  deaths  in  1976  coded  according  to  the  Eighth  Revision  and  (b)  a  sample 
of  the  1976  deaths  coded  according  to  the  Ninth  Revision.  For  a  particular 
cause,  the  denominator  of  the  ratio  is  given  by  (a)  v*iile  the  numerator  is  an 
annual  estimate  derived  from  (b)  of  the  number  of  1976  deaths  assigned  to  the 
comparable  Ninth  Revision  cause.  Data  year  1976  was  the  most  recent  available 
at  the  time  these  ratios  were  constructed. 

Once  constructed,  a  ratio  is  applied  to  the  number  of  deaths  or  death  rate 
under  the  preceding  revision.  The  ratio  examined  here  may  be  applied  to  the 
years  1968  through  1978  inclusive  although  there  is  no  guarantee  that  ratios  for 
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1976  are  applicable  to  other  years.  U.S.  ratios  also  may  not  be  applicable  to  a 
particular  state,  as  will  be  seen,  much  less  to  a  particular  county.  However, 
the  acquisition  of  aqe- race-sex-specific  ratios  from  NCFB  (promised  by  1982) 
should  allow  a  state  or  county  to  compute  more  realistic  ratios  for  the 
particular  area  and  over  time.  In  the  meantime,  examination  of  the  U.S.  ratios 
for  the  causes  of  this  volume  (certain  site-specific  cancers  excluded)  will 
reveal  major  changes  in  the  ICD. 

Comparability  Ratios 

A  ratio  of  1.0000  indicates  that  the  same  number  of  deaths  was  assigned  to 
a  particular  underlying  cause  whether  the  Eighth  or  Ninth  Revision  was  used. 
Ttiis  c-:^.-\  result  from  a  perfect  correspondence  between  the  revisions  or  from 
compensating  changes.  Usually,  a  ratio  of  less  than  1.0000  results  from 
decreased  assignments  to  the  cause  or  from  the  Ninth  Revision  category 
representing  only  a  part  of  the  Eighth  Revision  category  with  which  it  is 
compared.  Finally,  a  ratio  of  more  than  1.0000  results  from  increased 
assignments  to  the  cause  or  from  the  Ninth  Revision  category  being  broader  than 
the  Eighth  Revision  category  with  v^ich  it  is  compared.  Table  A  shows  the 
corresponding  Eighth  and  Ninth  revision  codes  and  U.S.  comparability  ratios  for 
selected  causes.  Note  that  ratios  for  site-specific  cancers  are  available  only 
for  breast  cancer  (1.0089)  and  leukemia  (1.0070). 

Major  ICD  Changes  for  Volume  2  Causes 

The  following  summary  of  changes  addresses  causes  in  the  order  of  their 

apjpearance  in  Table  A.  Some  causes  >*iere  the  comparability  ratio  is  very  close 

to  1.0000  are  omitted. 

-  Despite  internal  changes,  heart  disease  as  an  entire 
entity  did  not  change  very  much.  "line  comparability 
ratio  of  1.0126  involves  the  transfer  of  unspecified 
heart  failure  from  "symptoms  and  ill-defined 
conditions"  (Eighth  Revision  782.4). 
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-  A  major  problem  appears  in  the  category 
other  ischemic  heart  disease  v<*iere  a  ratio  of  .7592 
is  due  to  the  removal  from  this  category  of 
"cardiovascular  disease,  unspecified"  (Eighth 
Revision  412.4)  and  "cardiovascular  disease  without 
mention  of  chronic  ischemic  heart  disease,  with 
hypertensive  disease"  (Eighth  Revision  412.2). 

-  For  hypertension,  the  comparability  ratio  of  1.2703 
results  from  revised  rules  regarding  the  treatment 
of  hypertension  in  combination  with  cardiovascular 
disease  (CVD) .  In  the  Eighth  Revision,  hypertension 
always  linked  with  CVD  to  become  "hypertensive  heart 
disease."  In  the  Ninth  Revision,  this  linkage 
occurs  only  when  it  is  stated  that  the  CVD  is  due  to 
hypertension,  and  otherwise,  the  death  is  assigned 
to  hypertension. 

-  The  Eighth  Revision  fourth  digits  denoting  the 
presence  of  hypertension  in  ischemic  heart  and 
cerebrovascular  diseases  no  longer  exist,  making  it 
impossible  to  count  mentions  of  hypertension  exactly 
as  before.  "Hie  new  fourth  digits  for  hypertensive 
disease  indicate  whether  the  disease  was  specified 
as  malignant,  benign,  or  neither. 

-  The  ratio  of  1.0649  for  atherosclerosis  (formerly 
arteriosclerosis)  is  due  ~to  changes  Tn  linkage 
rules.  These  changes  affect  underlying  counts  only, 
not  mentions. 

-  For  cancer  as  a  v^ole,  the  Eighth  and  Ninth 
Revisions  are  virtually  the  same.  However, 
malignant  neoplasms  specified  as  secondary  are  now 
coded  to  "unspecified  site"  rather  than  to  the 
secondary  site.  Reductions  in  site-specific  deaths 
that  are  due  to  this  change  cannot  presently  be 
quantified;  NCHS  promises  comparability  ratios  at 
this  level  of  detail  late  this  year.  However,  for 
the  state  as  a  whole,  only  cancer  of  the  pancreas 
and  cancer  of  the  cervix  uteri  show  noticeable 
reductions  between  1978  and  1979  (10.9  and  16.7 
F>ercent  respectively) . 

-  The  comparability  ratio  of  .9264  for 
pneumonia  and  influenza  (formerly,  influenza  and 
pneumonia)  Is  due  largely  to  the  removal  from  this 
category  of  deaths  attributed  to  congenital , 
aspiration  or  acute  interstitial  pneumonia. 

-  The  NCHS  ratio  of  1.8846  for  chronic  obstructive 
pulmonary  diseases  and  allied  conditions  is  intended 
to  make  Eighth  Revision  deaths  due  to  bronchitis, 
emphysema,  and  asthma  (Eighth  Revision  490-493) 
comparable  to  the  expanded  Ninth  Revision  category 
(490-496)  which  includes  two   new   components — 
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bronchiectasis  (Eighth  Revision  518)  and  unspecified 
chronic  obstructive  lang  disease  (Eighth  Revision 
519.3).  The  1978  Leading  Causes  of  Mortality  had 
already  added  in  519.3  to  form  an  expanded  category, 
so  the  ratio  of  1.8846  is  only  applicable  to 
bronchitis,  emphysema,  and  asthma  figures  from  1977 
and  earlier  volumes. 

-  The  category  chronic  liver  disease  and  cirrhosis 
(formerly,  cirrhosis  of  the  liver)  now  includes 
alcoholic  liver  damage  unspecified  and  other 
unspecified  chronic  liver  disease. 

-  With  a  ratio  of  1.7397,  the  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  assigned  to  nephritis,  nephrotic 
syndrome  and  nephrosis  (formerly,  nephritis  and 
nephrosis)  results  From  the  Ninth  Revision's 
inclusion  of  uremia,  acute  tubular  nephrosis,  and 
renal  failure,  not  otherwise  stated. 

-  The  category  motor  vehicle  accidents  now  includes 
specific  codes  for  nontraffic  accidents  involving  a 
motor-driven  snow  vehicle  or  other  off -road  motor 
vehicle.  TVie  code  for  streetcar  accidents  has  been 
removed . 

-  A  reduction  in  deaths  attributed  to  other  accidents 
and  adverse  effects  is  due  to  new  rules  vhereby  an 
adverse  effect  takes  precedence  over  the  external 
cause.  For  example,  aplastic  anemia  resulting  from 
the  administration  of  Chloromycetin  is  coded  to 
aplastic  anemia  in  the  Ninth  Revision  as  opposed  to 
"surgical  and  medical  complications  and 
misadventures"  in  the  Eighth  Revision. 

In  sum,  the  Volixne  2  categories  substantially  affected  by  the  ICD  revision, 

and  for  v^ich  comparisons  to  1978  and  earlier  years  should  be  made  very 

carefully  using  the  comparability  ratios,  are:  other  ischemic  heart  disease; 

hypertension;  pneumonia  and  influenza;  chronic  obstructive  lung  disease;  and 

nephritis,  nephrotic  syndrome,  and  nephrosis. 

Evaluation  of  Comparability  Ratios 

Table  B  applies  the  U.S.  comparability  ratios  to  N.C.  deaths  during  1975 

through  1978  and  compares  the  percent  change  in  mad justed  deaths  from  1977  to 

1978  to  the  percent  change  in  deaths  from  1978  (adjusted)  to  1979  (actual) . 

Where  there  is  a  large  difference  between  the  two  percent  changes,  we  may 
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suspect  that  the  comparability  ratio  does  not  sufficiently  adjust  for 
classification  changes.  Large  differences  (greater  than  10  percent)  appear  for 
other  ischemic  heart  disease,  hypertension,  pneumonia  and  influenza,  chronic 
obstructive  pulmonary  disease,  chronic  liver  disease  and  cirrhosis,  and  suicide. 
In  all  of  these  cases  except  chronic  obstructive  pulmonary  disease,  there  is 
reversal  of  sign  between  the  two  percent  changes,  and  the  difference  is  as  great 
as  46.6  percentage  points  for  hypertension.  For  hypertension  as  underlying 
cause,  the  1978  death  figure  appears  to  be  an  aberration  with  the  1979  figure 
much  more  in  line  with  earlier  years.  Tliis  illustrates  the  potential  problem  of 
using  death  data  for  a  single  year,  especially  for  the  less  frequent  causes. 
Suicide  and  liver  disease  deaths  have  also  fluctuated  substantially  from  year  to 
year.  For  pneumonia  and  influenza,  it  appears  that  1978  and  earlier  deaths 
should  be  dov*iward  adjusted  by  more  than  .9268  in  order  to  bring  them  in  line 
with  the  Ninth  Revision  coding  rules. 

One  way  to  directly  evaluate  the  validity  of  using  the  U.S.  comparability 
ratios  for  North  Carolina  is  to  directly  compare  adjusted  deaths  to  the  actual 
Eighth  Revision  codes  that  correspond  to  the  new  Ninth  Revision  category.  This 
comparison  for  chronic  obstructive  pulmonary  diseases  is  given  below,

For  North  Carolina,  the  comparability  ratio  fails  to  compensate  for  the 
additional  deaths  due  to  518  and  519.3.  TViis  is  apparent  also  in  Table  B.  And 
the  discrepancy  has  increased  as  certifiers  use  more  and  more  the  term  "chronic 
obstructive  pulmonary  disease"  in  lieu  of  a  more  definitive  diagnosis — a  prime 
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example  of  how  a  ratio  based  on  a  single  year's  deaths  may  not  be  applicable  to 
other  years.  It  is  therefore  suggested  that  the  ICHS  ratio  not  be  used  in  this 
case,  but  rather,  actual  deaths  due  to  Eighth  Revision  codes  490-493,  518,  and 
519.3  should  be  determined  and  compared  to  Ninth  Revision  codes  490-496. 

The  data  in  Table  B  suggest  that  the  comparability  ratio  for  other  ischemic 
heart  disease  does  not  go  far  enough  in  downward-adjusting  N.C.  deaths.  A 
comparison  of  adjusted  and  actual  deaths,  shown  below,  points  to  the  same 
conclusion.

The  discrepancy  here  appears  related  to  N.C.'s  greater  assignment  to  Eighth 
Revision  412.2  and  412.4  (diagnoses  left  out  of  the  Ninth  Revision  category), 
i.e.,  these  categories  accounted  for  14  percent  of  N.C  heart  disease  deaths  in 
1976  compared  to  11  percent  of  U.S.  heart  disease  deaths.  Again,  actual  counts 
in  the  appropriate  Eighth  Revision  categories  WDuld  be  preferable  to  the  use  of 
the  U.S.  ratio  in  North  Carolina.  Ttiese  counts  may  be  obtained  from  our 
Detailed  Mortality  Statistics  volumes  and  corresponding  county  printouts  or 
microfiche. 

Most  classification  changes  do  not  lend  themselves  to  the  type  of 
accounting  used  for  these  two  cause  groups  since  subcategories  of  four-digit 
codes  are  in  many  cases  involved  and  these  are  not  readily  quantifiable.  Tliough 
we  have  pointed  out  the  major  discontinuities  for  the  causes  of  this  volume,  the 
reader  should  be  aware  of  other  changes  reported  by  NCHS  for  these  causes  and 
for  other  categories  (2) . 
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III.   NDRTH  CAROLINA  MORTALITY  PATTERNS  AND  TRENDS 

A  full-scale  analysis  of  recent  mortality  patterns  and  trends  will  be 
postponed  until  publication  of  the  1981  Leading  Causes  of  Mortality  volume  when 
three  years  of  information  (1979-81)  will  be  available  (see  PREFACE).  Only  1979 
data  are  shown  in  this  volume,  and  mortality  rates  based  on  just  one  year  of 
information  may  be  unstable.  Conclusions  about  trends  based  on  single-year 
rates  may  thus  be  invalid.  In  addition,  new  population  figures  based  on  the 
1980  Census  should  be  available  in  time  for  the  1931  volume,  providing  a  better 
basis  for  more  extensive  analysis  at  that  time.  Also,  the  change  in  ICD  coding 
that  began  in  1979  further  confounds  an  in-depth  look  at  mortality  trends  using 
only  1979  data  as  the  endpoint.  As  a  result,  this  section  will  just  point  out 
some  of  the  major  mortality  differentials  using  1979  data  and  then  briefly  view 
broad  trends  from  1975  to  1979. 

Table  C  shows  that  in  1979  heart  disease,  cancer,  and  cerebrovascular 
disease  were  still  the  three  leading  causes  of  mortality  for  North  Carolina  as  a 
whole.  Total  accidents  was  the  fourth  leading  cause  of  death,  and — except  for 
the  two  subcategories  of  heart  disease — cancer  of  the  trachea,  bronchus,  and 
lung  was  the  next  most  frequent  cause  of  death. 

Within  the  general  pattern  of  mortality,  significant  subgroup  differences 
may  be  concealed.  Race  and  sex  are  two  important  dimensions  of  variation. 
Table  C  shows  that  nonv*iite  males  have  much  higher  overall  mortality  than  the 
average,  ary5  this  difference  is  particularly  notable  in  mortality  from  stomach 
and  prostate  cancer,  liver  diseases,  accidents,  and  homicide.  "line  rate  of  death 
from  homicide  for  nonvihite  males  is  over  four  times  that  for  white  males. 
Nonwhite  males  and  females  have  substantially  higher  death  rates  due  to 
hypertension,  diabetes,  and  nephritis/nephrosis  than  do  whites.  Males  are  much 
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more  likely  to  die  from  heart  disease,  lung  cancer,  chronic  obstructive 
pulmonary  disease,  and  violent  causes,  with  white  males  particularly  at  risk  of 
death  from  heart  disease.  Verification  of  these  statewide  patterns  at  the 
county  level  should  be  done  with  caution,  since  for  a  single  year  (1979)  nunbers 
may  be  too  small   to  produce  stable  race-sex-cause  rates.

Table  D  displays  percent  changes  in  death  rates  from  1975  to  1979.  The 

published  1975  rates  have  been  adjusted  using  the  comparability  ratios  in  Table 

A  before  computing  the  percent  change  in  order  to  help  correct  for  differences 

in  ICD  coding  between  the  two  years.  Site-specific  cancers  are  not  shown  since 

comparability  ratios  are  not  yet  available  for  most  of  the  sites  in  this  volume. 

Tliis  table  indicates  a  substantial  decline  in  mortality  over  the  five-year 

period  for  most  causes,  though  an  increase  in  the  cancer  death  rate  combined 

with  no  change  in  overall  heart  disease  result  in  very  little  change  in  the 
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total  death  rate.  The  death  rates  for  cancer  and  chronic  obstructive  pulmonary 
disease  increased  substantially  over  thi  five  years,  and  analysis  from  p^ast 
volumes  has  sho'/jn  that  a  rising  lun-^  cancer  death  rate  is  an  important  component 
of  the  overall  cancer  increase.  TVius,  some  constellation  of  factors  has  led  to 
a  recent  increase  in  the  risk  of  death  from  chronic  diseases  of  the  lunq,  and 
this  clearly  poses  a  challenge  to  the  health  community  in  North  Carolina. 

Aqain,  short  and  lonqer  term  trends  in  mortality  will  be  reviewed  in  much 
more  detail  in  the  19B1  edition  of  Leading  Causes  of  Mortality.
